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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tine application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Lin (US 2003/0156237) 
does not disclose the limitation of "a light visual angle pattern disposed on the common electrode" since the black matrix 1 1 1 of Lin (see 
figure 6A) is disposed between the common electrode 112 and the second substrate 102, it is not disposed "on" the common electrode, 
rather "under" the common electrode. However, the normal usage of the term "on" indicates that an object is above or on top in 
relationship to another object, which is clearly the case with element 1 1 1 in relationship to element 112. Based on figure 6A of Lin, it Is 
unclear how element 1 1 1 would be geographically "below" element 112, unless the image is inverted, but the spatial relationships of the 
claimed limitations is not specified in this manner. Therefore, Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
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
